God Almigluy, who gives Being to all 
A things, Capable of happineſs, to the end that they 
may be happy, according to their ſeveral Capa- 
cities, will Raiſe Wicked men at the laſt day, 
with a Deſign to make them Miſerable. And 
„how Severe muſt Their torments be, who have 
ſo highly provoked God, Infinite in Goodneſs, 
that he will Reftore them to life for. this very 
purpoſe, that he may Torment them. 

Men of the worſt lives are ſometimes ſo Vain, 
as well as Impatient, under Afflictions, that they 
do freely wiſh for Death; as if That would Skreen 
them from the Vengeance of God, which will 
but Expoſe them to it, or, That put a Period to 
their Sorrows, which is but indeed the Begin- 
ning of them. They muſt not hope for ſhelter 
or ſecurity from the Grave; which is no more 
than the Priſon, where they will be confined for 
a time, and then brought out to Condemnation 
and Puniſhment. And in the ſtate of Separation, 
their Souls will be tortured with exceſſive Miſery; 
and particularly, with the Fearful expectation of 
that time, when they ſhall again, with the ut- 
moſt Reluctancy and Averſion, be united to their 
Bodies; that their Sufferings, not yet Complete, 
though already Intolerable, may be made Equal 
Jo thoſe fins, which the fear of ſuffering could 

not prevent. . Ro 

Fear is indeed an Uneaſy paſſion ; But that Un- 
ealineſs ſhould be readily-Embraced and Indulged,
